Besides breaking his foot Roy 
Orbison is breaking all records 
on his tour of England with The 
Walker Brothers and Lulu. Other 
news from Ren Grevatt is that 
Shirley Bassey arrived in New 
York from her native Wales for 
an appearance at the Royal Box 
in the Hotel Americana, NYC. 
While in New York the British 
singing star will cut a recording 
session for United Artists, under the direction 
of UA’s a and r chief Jack Gold. Gold has just 
cut Bobby Goldsboro’s next single “I Know You 
Better Than Most”, and a single by newly sign¬ 
ed chanter Lloyd London from Hartwick College. 
The side is "Let’s Build A World OfOur Own”. 
Ren’s news from Musicor is that Gene Pitney, 
has apparently won the first round in his legal 
battle with Sonny and Cher. The suit charges 
Sonny and Cher with failure to honour contracts 
to appear on a 10 day one—nighter tour with 
Pitney. Defendant Sonny Bono had claimed ill¬ 
ness but in spite of his producing three doctors 
affidavits, the decision of the judge was that 
Bono’s incapacitation could only be decided by 
a trial. Meanwhile back in Baltimore the trial 
couldn’t be further from Pitney’s mind. He was 
being mobbed on the first leg of his first promo¬ 
tion tour in two years. WITH Radio ran a giant 
promotion at the Baltimore Civic Centre, in the 
form of a free show for the city's teens. 7000 
managed to get into the auditorium but another 
4000 created havoc on the streets. The show 
also included Barry Sadler, Teddy Van and The 
Echoes, The Admirals and British Walkers.
